A Dissertation on the Jinx of For- 
mer Don Captains 


According to Edward M. Neal- 
ley, denouncer of bunkology and 
instructor in psychology, there 
probably isn’t such a thing as a 
jinx, but from the football board 
of strategy’s hideout there is more 
or less a doubtful question mark 
to this statement. 


Anyway from what the headman, 
Coach Cook, has said concerning 
the almost utmost impossibility of 
keeping Don captains out of the 
way of injury, it seems that there 
must be some truth to it. His hard 
luck, especially with these grid 
chiefs, started in his first year at 
the local institution. That was in 
1927 following his graduation from 
Southern California where he made 
a name for himself as Howard 
Jones’ first string quarterback. 
Six Captains Injured . 

It seems that during his nine 
years spent on the Padre rancho, 
six former field leaders have end- 
ed the season looking at the 
game from the bench. 

Once the injury misfortune 
landed on two captains, one fol- 
lowing another. 


During this period of almost a 
decade there were two years that 
injury failed to stop any captain 
for any length of period, and three 
years were passed selecting a cap- 
tain before each grid encounter. 


Two In One Year 

It was in 1932 that the jinx had 
its best season when it is laid out 
of action first Jimmy Hall, spark- 
ling halfback of the previous sea- 
son. He reinjured a bad knee hurt 
the year before in an early practice 
joust and failed to mend for any 
conference fracas. 

Still trying to outguess the so- 
called jinx. the Dons tried again 
with Jack Fredericks, a guard now 
with the U. C. L. A. Bruins. His 
year ended without having seen a 
A of the contests from the 

eld. 


Beatty Was First 

Blanchard Beatty, present back- 
field coach with the Dons, recalls 
that he started the field general’s 
source of out-of-action play, so-to- 
speak, at least he only managed 
to appear in the last of the sche- 
duled games. This was in 1927. 


For the next two years captains 
went on without a single mishap 
only to have this lapse end when 
Al Kluthe, star center of the 1930 
eleven, received injuries enough to 
keep him out of that season. When 
1931 rolled around Mike Santa 
Cruz was captain. An all-confer- 
ence tackle of the previous year, 
Santa Cruz appeared only in a few 
contests when the jinx came along 
to lay him low for the remainder 
of the year. 

This put the stage to 1932 when 
the two grid leaders were put out 
of action. 

For three years after this siege 
captains were nominated by Cook 
before each ball game. At the foot- 
ball banquet last year Walt Hick- 
man, all-conference halfback, was 
elected honorary captain. He im- 
mediately proceeded to have a case 
of appendicitus. The jinx had
